As a result of these changes, companies advertising in 
Ceramics International News have the possibility to reach a 
wider public as well as to give their financial support to the 
scientific interests represented by Ceramics International. 

We hope that these efforts of the Publishers will be well 
received by both authors and readers of Ceramics International. 
Over the years friendships have been established and 
consolidated between scientists all over the world. This 
international scientific cooperation is still one of the few ways 
to establish better understanding between countries in today’s 
world.
